2* Transmission 

HTGRUBBT completed its fourth month of dally uninterrupted broadcasts over 
the 2500 watt transmitters, 

3. fteoeption and Internal Effect 

Willow reported HTGRUBBT was clearly audible in the Korea area, and the 
monitoring reports from Bari continue to indicate the usual very good reception 
there* As yet intelligence reports have not supplied any evidence to permit eval- 
uation of HTGRUBBT r s effectiveness with the populace, however, the defection appeal 
now being made should produce information which* will give seme indication of 
HTGRUBBT • s value in the psychological warfare* 

4. Mail Campaign 

On l ^recommendation a new letter campaign has been initiated with 

emphasis oiHClbanian Legation members abroad, and the first of these letters was 
given to Willow who reported that the compromising letter addressed to Javer Male, 
Press Attache in Paris, was handed over to a cutout in the Korea district who 
promised to mail it as soon as possible. Several other letters will be sent in

leaves which most of them have never been able to take from the time they first 
received assignments on HTGREJBKf,
